ANOTHER COLEMAN TRAGEDY 
The brief biographical sketch 
of the Rev. Fr. William Augustus 
Muhlenburg, the beloved of Sarah 
Hand 
Coleman, 
begun 
in 
last 
week’s column, is continued at this 
time. 
When Father Muhlenburg re­ 
turned from England in 1843 he 
became priest at the Church of 
the Holy Communion. New York 
City, which had been built some­ 
time before through the gener­ 
osity of his sister, Mrs. Mary A. 
Rogers. This church became, in 
due time. the seat of a highly 
developed parish life and. in 1852, 
the Sisterhood of the Holy Cross 
was founded here. St. Luke's Hos­ 
pital was another outgrowth 
In 
1858 Father Muhlenburg gave up 
his work at the Church of the Holy 
Communion to devote all of his 
time and efforts to St 
Luke's 
Hospital. .As a part of this work 
he founded St. Johnsland in 1870. 
This included a church, an or­ 
phanage. and a home for the aged, 
which are still in existence. 
Has Malaria Attack 
In 
1874 
Father 
Muhlenburg 
suffered his first attack of ma­ 
laria, and recurring attacks made 
him realize that the day was not 
too far distant when he would be 
starting his last long journey— 
once again to meet Sarah Cole 
man, whom he had loved and 
mourned for more than half a 
century. On April 8, 1877, the end, 
which was but the beginning, came 
peacefully to the aged priest. He 
died at the hospital he had founder! 
and was buried at St. Johnsland 
—far from the old wailed church­ 
yard at Lancaster—the last rest­ 
ing place of Sarah Hand Cole­ 
man. 
In addition to his many other 
activities Father Muhlenburg was 
well-known as a writer of hymns 
Two of his best were “ I Would 
Not Live Alway” and “ Savior Who 
Thy Flock Art Feeding ” Many 
of his works are included in the 
present day hymnals. 
In the history of a family such 
as the Colemans, the facts are 
grim enough but human nature 
being what it is. then? same facts 
ara usually embroidered with a 
bit of fiction In this the Colemans 
were no exception. Robert Cole­ 
man would be enraged to know 
that the historians of today dared 
to criticize his conduct—particu­ 
larly insofar as his children were 
concerned. He was “ a law unto 
himself” and his behavior was 
above 
reproach. 
History, 
how­ 
ever, 
is 
not 
inclined to deal 
gently with a tyrant. And Robert 
Colemans sins, not only against 
Ann Caroline and Sarah Hand 


Coleman, but against others of 
his children, have caught up with 
him. 
Had Larga Family 
Robert and Ann 'Old' Coleman 
had a large family and of all their 
children only two of the daugh­ 
ters were allowed to marry the 
men of their choice. That their 
marriages were successful may 
be due to the fact that one lived 
in the western part of the state 
—the other in Philadelphia. Dis­ 
tance meant something in those 
days and perhaps Robert Cole­ 
man did not get too much oppor­ 
tunity to meddle. 
There is a tradition, fairly well 
authenticated, that another Cole­ 
man girl committed suicide be­ 
cause her father refused to per­ 
mit her marriage. She was found 
with her throat cut, quite dead, 
one morning—another victim of 
Father Coleman's pride. Tradi­ 
tion further states that the girl 
was buried in a grave that was 
never marked in the churchyard. 
The death of Ann Caroline and 
Sarah Hand Coleman from over­ 
doses of laudanum could have 
been accidental, 
but 
this 
was 
obviously suicide — so all was 
buried as deeply as passible Not 
even the name of the unfortunate 
girl has been handed down. 
Grave Inscriptions 
Some members of the Coleman 
family are buried in the grave­ 
yard of old Warrick Church, hut 
the great majority are interred 
back of the chancel at old St. 
James. The inscription of the ta­ 
ble tombs marking these graves 
are as follows: 
“ Sacred to the memory of Rob­ 
ert Coleman, Esq., born 4th No­ 
vember, 1748, died 14th August, 
1825. To hts country, a valuable 
and venerated citizen, enlarging 
its wealth and resources by his 
unremitting industry 
and skill. 
In public trusts, he was vigilant 
and faithful. In his judicial char­ 
acter, discerning, impartial and 
just; hts integrity was inflexible. 
In social intercourse, open, unaf­ 
fected and sincere To charitable 
^nd religious institutions, his boun­ 
ties were extended with a liberal 
and willing hand. To modest mer­ 
it, a friend and protector Retain­ 
ing the confidence and affection 
of his friends for more than half 
a century, he will be long re­ 
membered for his public useful­ 
ness and private worth.” 
Note: Undoubtedly Robert Cole­ 
man wrote hts own epitaph—cut 
in marble his good opinion of him­ 
self would be for all to see and 
convince posterity of his worth. 
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.speak5 for itself. Robert Jr., was 
the brother of the 
unfortunate 
Ann Caroline, Harriet and Sarah 
Hand Coleman. 


“ Within this silent repository 
repose the remains of James Cole­ 
man. son of Robert and Ann Cole­ 
man. Born at Elizabeth Furnace 
September 5th, 1784; died there 
September 9th, 1831. Beloved and 
regretted by all his relatives and 
friends. A kind and affectionate 
husband and father; but ’tis vain, 
’tis needless to record his worth, 
He who best knows it will re­ 
ward it.” 


Note: 
Another Coleman son— 
apparently one who lived to mar­ 
ry. Nothing is known pertaining 
to his family. 
“ Sacred to the memory of Thom­ 
as Bird Coleman, son of Robert 
and Ann Coleman. Born at Eliza­ 
beth 
Furnace. 
September 
4th, 


1794. Diet at the residence of his 
mother, in this city, September 
10th, 1836.” 
Note: 
Thomas 
Bird Coleman 
was named for a famous Colo­ 
nial ironmaster. Thomas Bird. Be­ 
yond these facts nothing is known 
pertaining to this member of the 
Coleman family.
